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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 

1. This communication is responsive to the Response to Restriction Requirement filed 
December 2, 2004. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-5, 7-10 and 13-26) in the 
aforementioned Response to Restriction Requirement is acknowledged. 

3. Upon careful re-evaluation of the elected claims, it is deemed that claims 13-17 differ yet 
in subject matter from those of claims 1-5, 7-10 and 18-26; thus requiring a different search. In 
accordance with this, a restriction is deemed proper. Therefore, a new Restriction Requirement 
is set forth below. 

4. Examiner regrets any inconvenience that the oversight from the previous Restriction 
Requirement may have caused Applicants. 



Election/Restriction 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I. Claims 1-5, 7-10 and 18-26, drawn to an on-screen display wherein interactive 

messages are formed by a participant and submitted to be sent to other participant(s), classified 

in Class 715, subclass 758. 

Group II. Claims 6 and 11-12, drawn to an interface customization based on different 

languages, classified in Class 715, subclass 703.

345, subclass 156. 

6. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions Groups I-III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 

single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as a GUI enabling 
selection of words/phrases to be formed and sent via a display screen, invention II is directed to 
an on-screen menu displaying a plurality of languages or relating to language conversion for 
selection and transmission, and invention HI is related to a display interface input device wherein 
an operation panel having different physical positional arrangement of various inputting means 
such as keys, switches and actuators thereon. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and divergent subject matter, 
and because the searches for the individual Groups are not coextensive, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed.
